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PRESIDENT  MOYLE  PASSES 

FINAL  tribute  to  the  life  and  service  of 
President  Henry  D.  Movie,  74,  First  Counsel- 
lor in  the  First  Presidency,  was  paid  Saturday, 
September  21,  at  funeral  services  in  the  Salt 
Lake  Tabernacle,  the  scene  of  much  of  his 
ministry. 

The  Church  official  died  of  a  heart  attack  in 
his  sleep  early  Wednesday  morning  while  visit- 
ing the  Church-owned  cattle  ranch  at  Deer 
Park,  near  Orlando,  Florida  in  the  United 
States. 

He  had  a  crowded  travelling  schedule 
flying  first  to  Dallas,  Texas,  Friday  for  a 
brief  visit  with  his  daughter.  He  flew  to 
Orlando,  Florida,  Sunday  for  a  special  meeting 
with  members  and  a  visit  at  the  Deer  Park 
Church  ranch,  50  miles  from  Orlando. 

Members  of  Ellsworth  Ward  gathered  at  the 
ranch  Monday  to  hear  President  Moyle.  It  was 
at  this  meeting  he  first  felt  a  dizziness  but 
continued  his  address. 

The  following  day,  President  Moyle,  with 
others,  inspected  the  farm,  its.  large  herds  of 
cattle  and  property  development. 

Following  a  dinner  at  the  ranch  home  Tues- 
day night,  President  Moyle  retired  at  9.30  p.m. 

President  Moyle  became  one  of  the  General 
Authorities  of  the  Church,  April  10,  1947,  when 
he  was  ordained  a  member  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve.  He  served  in  this  position  for  twelve 
years  before  being  called  to  the  First  Presidency 
as  second  counsellor  to  President  David  O. 
McKay  on  June  15,  1959.  He  became  first  coun- 
sellor to  President  McKay  in  October  1961. 

Prior  to  this  calling,  he  had  been  a  member 
of  the  original  General  Church  Welfare  Com- 
mittee at  its  inception  in  1936,  and  has  conse- 
quently directed  the  voluntary  production  and 
preservation  of  vast  quantities  of  food,  clothing, 
and  other  items  by  members  of  the  Church. 

By  training  President  Moyle  was  an  attorney, 
with  credits  from  three  universities  in  the 
United  States  and  one  in  Germany.  Until  his  ordination  to  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve,  he  was  active  in  his  profession.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
American  Bar  Association.  He  was  also  a  leader  in  western  business 
circles,  serving  as  president  of  three  oil  refining  companies  and  a 
livestock  company. 

President  Moyle  is  a  native  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  where  he  was 
born  April  22.  1889.  President  Moyle  served  the  Church  as  a  missionary 
in  Germany  and  Switzerland  from  1909  to  1912.  He  has  held  responsible 
positions  in  the  Church  for  many  years  serving  as  a  member  of  the 
Cottonwood  Stake  High  Council  and  as  Stake  President. 

He  married  Clara  A.  Wright  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  on  July  26, 
1920.   They   have   six   children — four   girls   and   two   boys. 

President  Moyle's  travels,  visiting  stakes  and  missions,  took  him 
to  all  parts  of  the  world.  He  was  a  dynamic  speaker  and  had  the  faculty 
of  combining  spiritual  messages  with  material  responsibilities.

rpHERE  is  no  real  substitute  in 
■*■  the  world  today  for  work.  The 
idle  person  brings  neither  profit, 
nor  advantage,  nor  good — only  a 
withering  decay  to  a  complete 
spiritual  death.  The  world  today 
has  forgotten  this  law,  but  I  hope 
that  we  as  saints  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  will  always  keep  it 
ever  in  remembrance,  for  in  the 
very  proportion  that  it  is  forgotten, 
evil  and  decay  will  rule. 

The  world  is  moaning  and  seeth- 
ing in  tribulation  and  seemingly 
does  not  know  which  way  to  go. 
The  world  has  troubles  so  vast  and 
staggering  to  the  mind  in  their 
severeness  and  immensity  that  it  is 
practically  impossible  for  a  human 
to  invent  a  cure. 

But  if  the  people  of  the  world 
would  shun  idleness  and  cast  out 
of  their  hearts  those  devils  of  am- 
bition and  greed  and  replace  them 
with  the  angel  of  brotherly  love, 
and  return  to  the  virtues  of  in- 
dustry, thrift,  honesty,  self-reliance, 
independence  of  spirit,  self- 
discipline,  and  mutual  helpfulness, 
the  world  would  once  again  turn 
about  and  enjoy  prosperity  and 
world  happiness. 

We  must  yield  our  worldly  am- 
bitions and  covetousness  to  those 
real  and  enduring  attributes  which 
will  outlive  and  overshadow  the 
former  in  the  life  to  come.  We 
must  pursue  those  living  riches  of 
the  mind  and  heart  which  will  rise 
and  continue  with  us  through  our 
eternal  existence. 

It  is  more  expedient  now  than 
ever  before  in  history  that  we 
remember  the  command  given  to 
the  Israel  of  old  —  "Thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself." 
James  said  that  this  is,  "The  royal 


law    according    to    the   scriptures."' 

The  problems  in  the  world  today 
are  not  primarily  ones  of  finance, 
nor  of  the  threat  of  satanic  powers, 
but  of  the  lack  of  unselfishness, 
moral  courage,  faith,  character, 
integrity   and   righteousness. 

The  world  today  is  in  a  wild 
frenzy,  seeking  for  sensual  gratifi- 
cation to  seemingly  satisfy  their 
needs.  What  folly!  Those  who 
follow  this  course  will  be  left 
desolate  when  the  time  comes  for 
evaluating  the  worth  of  our  mortal 
lives. 

Members  of  the  Church  must 
not  allow  themselves  to  fall  into 
the  trap  of  Satan  and  esteem  the 
worldly  above  the  spiritual. 
Examine  your  motives  and  goals 
in  life.  Are  they  in  "accordance  with 
that  which  will  bring  the  most 
happiness  and  the  most  pleasure  in 
an  eternal  sphere?  Have  you  been 
born  again  out  of  the  world  or  are 
you  still  holding  on  to  the  old  life 
with  an  occasional  act  or  indul- 
gence? Can  God  call  you  His,  or 
will  you  be  Satan's  when  the  cur- 
tain has  fallen  on  the  last  scene? 

Fellow  saints,  rise  above  the 
animal  plane  of  existence  and  put 
on  the  whole  armour  of  God  and 
serve  Him  with  all  of  the  might 
and  energy  that  you  have  in  you. 
When  we  take  upon  us  His  name, 
we  also  take  upon  us  the  obliga- 
tion to  always  serve  Him  and  keep 
His  commandments.  If  we  will  be 
faithful  in  living  the  life  which  He 
has  outlined  for  us,  He  will  grant 
us  those  things  of  this  world  which 
will  make  us  comfortable  while  we 
sojourn  here.

ON  the  day  of  May  15,  1829, 
while  the  translation  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  was  in  process, 
Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery 
went  into  a  patch  of  woods  on  the 
banks  of  the  Susquehanna  River  to 
pray  and  inquire  of  the  Lord 
respecting  baptism  for  the  remis- 
sion of  sins,  that  they  had  found 
mentioned  in  the  translation  of  the 
plates.  While  they  were  praying 
and  calling  upon  the  Lord,  a 
messenger  from  heaven  descended 
in  a  cloud  of  light,  and  having  laid 
his  hands  upon  them,  he  ordained 
them  saying : 

"Upon  you  my  fellow  servants 
in  the  name  of  Messiah,  I  confer 
the  Priesthood  of  Aaron,  which 
holds  the  keys  of  the  ministering 
of  angels,  and  of  the  Gospel  of 
repentance,  and  of  baptism  by 
immersion  for  the  remission  of 
sins;  and  this  shall  never  be  taken 
again  from  the  earth,  until  the 
sons  of  Levi  do  offer  again  an 
offering  unto  the  Lord  in  righteous- 
ness." 

The  messenger  who  visited  them 
on  this  occasion  and  conferred  this 
Priesthood  upon  them,  said  that  his 
name  was  John,  the  same  that  is 
called  John  the  Baptist  in  the  New 
Testament;  and  that  he  acted  under 
the  direction  of  Peter,  James  and 
John,  who  held  the  keys  of  the 
Priesthood  of  Melchizedek,  which 
Priesthood,  he  said,  would  in  i 
short   time   be    conferred    on    them. 

Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver 
Cowdery  now  had  the  authority  to 
baptise  and  "to  administer  in  out- 
ward ordinances"  of  the  gospel, 
and  so  upon  instruction  from 
John  the  Baptist,  they  baptised 
each  other,  and  from  that  time 
until  now  those  Aaronic  Priesthood 
holders     in     the     Church     in     the 


Priest's  office  have  had  the  au- 
thority to  baptise  just  as  it  was 
in   Christ's   own   time. 

Approximately  one  and  one  third 
centuries  have  passed  since  this 
Heavenly  messenger  restored  the 
authority  to  baptise,  and  the  fruits 
of  this  mission  blossom  through- 
out the  world  today,  as  a  testimony 
of  the  divinity  of  John  the  Baptist, 
as  well  as  the  Prophet  Joseph  and 
the  glorious  work  which  he  was  an 
instrument   in  bringing  to  pass. 

We  Aaronic  Priesthood  holders 
in  the  South  African  Mission  are 
a  part  of  a  total  number  of 
approximately  two  hundred  and 
fifty-five  thousand  Aaronic  Priest- 
hood holders  in  the  Church.  What 
a  power  the  Lord  has  upon  the 
earth  for  doing  good  and  carrying 
out  His  will.  We  must  be  ever 
mindful  of  the  great  responsibility 
that  we  hold,  and  strive  every  day 
to  honour  it  and  make  it  operate 
in  our  lives.  This  is  the  very  same 
authority  that  John  of  old  had 
when  he  prepared  the  way  for  the 
Saviour,  and  he  exercised  it  with 
dignity  and  honour.  We  should  in 
like  terms,  bear  it  and  exercise  it 
with  dignity  and  honour  as  he. 

How  do  we  exercise  and  honour 
our  Priesthood?  We  do  this  by  first, 
living  all  of  the  commandments 
both  in  letter  and  spirit.  We  then 
accept  any  and  all  calls  from  those 
holding  presiding  positions  in  the 
Branches  to  serve  and  act  in  any 
capacity  or  way.  We  must  put  our 
Priesthood  to  work  and  work  with 
our   Priesthood. 

As  we  exercise  the  Priesthood  we 
hold,  let  us  carry  a  prayer  of 
thankfulness  in  our  hearts  for  the 
mission  and  calling  of  John  the 
Baptist  and  for  the  Priesthood  that 
has    been    restored   through   him. 
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IF    I    WERE    YOU" 


IF  I  were  you  and  wanted  to  be 
a  successful  leader  of  my 
generation  I  would  do  the  follow- 
ing: 

1.  I  would  express  my  apprecia- 
tion to  my  Heavenly  Father  every 
morning  for  the  opportunities  of 
the  day,  and  I  would  give  an 
accounting  to  him  each  night  for 
my  performance  during  the  day. 
This  would  give  me  a  proper  spiri- 
tual perspective  and  motivation 
which  would  enable  me  to  satisfy 
my  ambition,  without  which  no 
man  can  really  be  successful. 

2.  During  my  youth  I  would 
seek  hard  physical  jobs  so  as  to 
build  a  tabernacle  of  flesh  which 
would  give  me  the  physical  reserve 
necessary  to  accomplish  all  the 
things  I  wanted  when  I  became 
mature  in  years.  In  later  years  I 
would  preserve  the  physical  stamina 
I  had  earned  as  a  youth  by  taking 
regular  and  vigorous  daily 
exercise.  I  have  learned  from  ex- 
perience that  the  building  of  a 
strong  body  in  early  life  is  essen- 
tial for  the  proper  performance  of 
mental  duties  later  in  life,  as  wit- 
ness the  relative  vigor  of  President 
McKay  now  in   his   ninetieth  year. 

3.  I  would  decide  early  in  life 
on  a  daily  programme  for  mental 
development,  knowing  that  in  these 
days  unless  one  has  superior  men- 
tal accomplishments  he  cannot  ex- 
pect to  be  a  leader.  As  a  part  of 
this  mental  development  I  would 
begin  a  systematic  programme  for 
reading  good  books,  and  I  would 
early  learn  to  memorize  passages 
from  them,  including  the  standard 
works  of  the  Church. 

4.  I  would  keep  a  careful  diary 
each  day  by  making  a  short  note 
of  what  I  have  accomplished  at  the 
end  of  each  day.  This  stimulates 
one  better  to  use  one's  time. 

5.  I  would  learn  to  budget  my 
time  and  my  expenses,  and  I  would 
keep  a  record  so  that  at  the  end  of 
my    life    I    would    have    a    rather 


complete  account  of  what  I  had 
spent.  In  this  way  I  would  learn  to 
spend  wisely,  save  prudently,  live 
sanely,    and    give    generously. 

6.  I  would  early  develop  habits 
of  sobriety,  of  industry,  of  reli- 
gious devotion,  of  making  and  exe- 
cuting decisions;  for  a  well- 
ordered  and  successful  life  is  almost 
entirely  the  result  of  habits  deve- 
loped in  one's  youth.  Bismark  once 
remarked  that  one-third  of  the 
people  of  history  drank  themselves 
to  death,  one-third  worked  them- 
selves to  death,  and  the  other  one- 
third  ruled  Europe. 

In  our  day  I  am  sure  that  at 
least  one-  third  of  the  people  fail 
to  accomplish  their  purposes  be- 
cause of  bad  habits.  On  the  other 
hand,  any  theory  that  a  large  per- 
centage work  themselves  to  death 
is  a  demoralizing  myth.  Very  few 
people  who  die  prematurely  do  so 
because  of  hard  work,  but  because 
of  disordered  lives,  unnatural 
stresses  and  strains,  or  disease.  The 
desire  to  work  and  the  exhilaration 
obtained  therefrom,  which  can  be 
acquired  as  easily  as  anything  else 
in  life,  actually  lengthens,  en- 
riches, and  glorifies  one's  life.  As 
to  the  percentage  who  serve  man- 
kind as  leaders,  I  merely  quote 
from  the  philosopher  and  psy- 
chologist   William   James : 

"The  psychological  study  of 
mental  conditions  is  thus  the  most 
powerful  ally  of  hortatory  ethics. 
The  Hell  to  be  endured  hereafter, 
of  which  theology  tells,  is  no 
worse  than  the  Hell  we  make  for 
ourselves  in  this  world  by  habitu- 
ally fashioning  our  characters  in 
the  wrong  way.  Could  the  young 
but  realise  how  soon  they  will  be- 
come mere  walking  bundles  of 
habits,  they  would  give  more  heed 
to  their  conduct  while  in  the 
plastic  state.  We  are  spinning  our 
own  fates,  good  or  evil,  and  never 
to  be  undone.  Every  smallest 
stroke  of  virtue  or  of  vice  leaves

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Who  is  Joseph  Smith? 


THE  birth  of  the  Lord  Jesus  had 
a  smashing  impact  on  the 
world.  He  was  born  the  Redeemer 
of  mankind.  He  was  to  establish 
the  Kingdom  of  God  upon  the 
earth,  and  He  divided  the  time  of 
man's  reckoning. 

I  am  now,  however,  chiefly  con- 
cerned with  the  Kingdom  of  God 
which  he  set  up.  It  was  to  be  a 
kingdom  of  perfection;  glowing 
with  purity  and  righteousness.  A 
place  where  all  men  everywhere 
had  equal  opportunity  to  progress 
to  the  best  of  his  ability.  To  estab- 
lish such  a  perfect  organisation, 
the  Lord  felt  the  need  of  assistants 
and  so  He  chose  twelve  men  of 
good  report  to  whom  He  gave 
authority  to  act  in  His  name.  To 
one  of  these,  Peter,  He  gave  the 
right  of  leadership.  This  right, 
according  to  Matthew  sixteen,  He 
called  the  Keys  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Heaven.  These  keys  were  held 
only  under  the  higher  authority, 
the   Melchizedek   Priesthood. 

In  a  short  span  of  years,  the 
Kingdom  of  God  was  so  firmly 
established,  and  the  power  of 
authority  so  great  and  marvellous 
that  Peter  could  say  with  absolute 
certainty,  "Silver  and  gold  have  I 
none;  but  such  as  I  have  give  I 
thee :  In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Nazareth  rise  up  and  walk.*' 
Even  the  devils  fled  in  terror  at  the 
mere  mention  of  this  name,  for 
they  knew  that  in  that  name  lay  all 
power. 

But  this  power  from  above  so 
irritated  the  rulers  of  Israel,  the 
keepers  of  the  law  of  Moses,  that 
their  jealousy  burned  them  up  with 
envy  so  that  they  devised  cunning 
and  crafty  plans  to  lay  low  that 
marvellous  power;  that  astonishing 
authority  which  gave  Peter  the 
right  to  bind  and  loose  both  in 
earth  and  in  heaven.  And  seeing 
their  own  hold  over  the  people 
slip  away,  they  eventually  hung  the 
source  of  that  power  on  a  tree 
between  two  thieves  and  thought 
they  had  successfully  terminated 
the  power.  But  when  they  saw  this 


same  power  working  in  those  whom 
Jesus  had  left  behind  in  charge 
they  proceeded  to  eliminate  them 
too.  When  the  Apostles  were  all 
done  to  death  in  one  way  or  another, 
confusion  set  in.  There  were  no 
keys,  no  power  and  no  kingdom  as 
established  by  Jesus.  Prudence  was 
hid  and  wisdom  confounded.  In 
vain  the  Bishops  began  to  scratch 
around  in  the  scriptures  for  those 
keys.  It  must  have  dawned  on  them 
at  some  stage  during  their  frantic 
search  that  in  killing  the  Master 
and  His  apostles  they  had  robbed 
themselves  of  something  these  men 
had  which  gave  them  the  right  to 
speak  with  authority.  So  confusion 
grew  apace  until  it  became  so  un- 
bearable that  one  Martin  Luther 
in  righteous  indignation  denounced 
the  teachings  of  the  so  called  king- 
dom of  God  as  nothing  but  a 
fraud.  But  still  no  man  knew  how 
or  where  to  lay  hold  of  those  keys 
Peter  had  taken  with  him  and  they 
even  began  to  claim  in  one  way 
or  another  that  through  reading 
and  studying  the  scriptures  they 
had  found  the  lost  keys — putting 
all  sorts  of  private  interpretations 
on  the  writings  of  holy  men  who 
wrote  as  they  were  moved  by  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Not  withstanding  some 
daring  claims  which  came  to  light, 
the  keys  remained  lost.  There  is 
just  no  trace  in  the  very  scriptures 
men  were  so  feverishly  searching 
that  Peter  had  ever  given  any  other 
man    those    elusive    keys. 

Where  then  are  those  all  impor- 
tant keys?  Who  has  a  right  to 
those  keys?  Where  are  the  holy 
men  of  God  who  speak  as  moved 
by  the  Holy  Ghost? 

"Repent  ye  therefore,"  cried 
Peter,  "and  be  converted  that  your 
sins  may  be  blotted  out,  when  the 
times  of  refreshing  shall  come  from 
the  presence  of  the  Lord;  and  he 
shall  send  Jesus  Christ,  which 
before  was  preached  unto  you : 
whom  the  heaven  must  receive  un- 
til times  of  restitution  of  all  things, 
which  God  hath  spoken  by  the 
mouth  of  all  his  holy  prophets  since 
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the  world  began." 

Who  was  going  to  usher  in  the 
times   of    restitution    of   all    things? 

When  Joseph  Smith  was  born. 
he  too  made  a  terrific  impact  on 
the  world.  He  was  born  to  usher 
in  the  last  dispensation.  When  he 
was  but  a  mere  boy,  he  came,  like 
John  the  Baptist,  making  the  most 
astonishing  claims.  He  claimed 
that  he  had  actually  seen  and 
spoken  to  the  Father  and  the  Son. 
That  the  times  of  refreshing  had 
come  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord.  That  the  times  of  the  resti- 
tution of  all  things  was  upon  the 
world.  He  claimed  that  the  appear- 
ance of  the  Angel  Moroni  was  in 
actual  fulfilment  of  Revelations 
14  :  6,  7.  He  claimed  that  he, 
Joseph  Smith,  was  actually  rn 
possession  of  those  keys,  the  keys 
of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  which 
the  whole  of  Christendom  had  been 
searching  for  for  many  centuries. 
To  further  aggrevate  and  confuse 
the  wise  and  the  prudent,  he 
claimed  also  that  Elijah  had  come 
to   turn   the   hearts  of  the   children 


to  the  fathers  and  the  hearts  of  the 
fathers  to  the  children,  and  that  he 
had  joined  together  the  sticks  ..f 
Joseph  and  Judah. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  mar- 
vellous claims  made  by  a  man  of 
humble  circumstances,  but  they  are 
enough  to  set  the  world  agog.  He 
scaled  his  testimony  of  these  claims 
with  his  blood  while  yet  in  the 
flower  of  his  life. 

Now  if  I  were  to  meet  you  in  a 
strange  place,  a  stranger,  and  ask 
you  outright,  "Who  is  Joseph 
Smith"?  what  would  be  your 
answer?  Would  you  on  the  instant 
answer  that  he  was  a  prophet  of  a 
living  God?  Joseph  Smith  is  in 
very  deed  a  prophet  of  the  living 
God — prince  of  this  dispensation. 
Through  him  it  is  again  possible 
for  holy  men  to  speak  as  they  are 
moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  by 
the  grace  of  God,  may  we  at  all 
times  be  conscious  of  this  amazing 
fact.

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An  Aid  to  the  Priesthood 


THERE  are  many  women's  orga- 
nizations in  the  world  today, 
though  none,  I  am  sure,  that  com- 
pare with  the  Relief  Society. 
Although  this  organization  is  for 
the  women,  it  does  work  hand  in 
hand  with  the  Priesthood.  In  fact, 
we  are  a  group  of  Priesthood- 
directed  women. 

President  David  O.  McKay  said. 
"The  responsibility  of  the  Relief 
Society  is  to  aid  the  Priesthood  in 
establishing  the  kingdom  of  God,  in 
relieving  the  suffering  and  giving 
succour  to  the  poor  and  in  many 
ways  contributing  to  the  peace  and 
happiness  of  the  world.  In  no  other 
way  can  these  high  achievements  be 
better  realized  than  in  excelling  in 
the  art  of  home  building." 

As  a  man  needs  his  Priesthood, 
so  a  woman  needs  Relief  Society. 
The  home  needs  the  help  of  both, 
for  before  we  can  hope  to  achieve 
our  purpose  as  Relief  Society 
members,  we  must  first  set  our 
homes  in  order;  this  is  where  our 
calling  begins.  Our  goal  is  to  create 
for  ourselves  an  eternal  family  unit, 
whereby  the  Priesthood  holder  is 
the  natural  patriach  to  his  family. 
He  is  the  head  of  the  household, 
but  as  Joseph  F.  Smith  expressed, 
"It  is  intended  that  the  rule  shall 
be  in  love  and  not  in  tyranny." 

I  think  the  atmosphere  in  the 
home  plays  a  great  part  in  our 
responsibility  as  an  aid  to  the 
Priesthood.  There  are  two  aspects 
of  Motherhood  and  home-making. 
One  is  physical  and  the  other  is 
spiritual.  Both  need  attention  to 
give  comfort,  peace,  and  happiness. 
The  influence  of  the  physical  aspect 
encourages  the  spiritual  aspect,  so 
we  need  all  the  help  we  can  obtain 
from  the  Relief  Society  and  the 
Priesthood.  Through  the  efforts  of 
the  women  in  the  home,  men  are 
constantly  built  up  and  encouraged. 
This   was  evident    when  the    Saints 


were  journeying  across  the  plains. 
For  over  one-hundred  years,  the 
Relief  Society  has  existed  with  the 
guidance  of  the  prophets.  Through 
the  power  of  the  Priesthood,  officers 
have  been  chosen  and  lessons 
approved.  It  has  maintained  its 
high  ideals. 

The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  said 
the  sisters  were  "to  provoke  the 
brethren  to  good  works  in  looking 
to  the  wants  of  the  poor  and  search- 
ing after  objects  of  charity  and 
administering  to  their  wants."  I 
think  this  is  one  of  the  greatest 
needs  for  the  sisters  in  working  with 
the  Priesthood:  the  responsibilty  of 
taking  care  of  the  sick  and  needy, 
showing  sympathy,  tenderness  and 
kindness. 

From  the  Relief  Society  hand- 
book, we  read  of  some  of  the  many 
purposes  the  Relief  Society  has 
maintained  throughout  the  years  of 
its  existence:  To  manifest  bene- 
volence, to  care  for  the  poor,  the 
sick  and  the  unfortunate,  to  minister 
where  death  reigns,  to  assist  in 
correcting  the  morals  and  streng- 
thening the  virtues  of  community 
life,  to  raise  human  life  to  its 
highest  level,  to  elevate  the  scope 
of  women's  activities  and  condi- 
tions, to  foster  love  from  religion, 
education,  culture  and  refinement, 
to  develop  faith,  to  save  souls,  to 
study  and  teach  the  gospel. 

As  we  look  back  to  the  conditions 
and  customs  of  former  dispensa- 
tions, the  women  were  not  called 
upon  to  do  very  much.  In  Paul,  we 
read  of  how  they  were  restricted 
and  were  told  to  be  silent  in 
churches.  Now  the  sisters  can  be 
called  upon  to  teach  and  speak  in 
the  various  meetings.  It  really  is  a 
wonderful  blessing;  to  be  active  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord  is  the  only 
way  to  progression.  Women  need  to 
unite  with  other  women  of  like 
faith     and     spirituality     to     obtain

Without  going  into  great  detail, 
we  know  that  the  Church  functions 
through  its  Priesthood.  The  rights, 
officers,  and  responsibilities  of  the 
Priesthood  are  clearly  stated  in  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants,  and  while 
the  sisters  cannot  have  the  Priest- 
hood conferred  upon  them  and 
cannot  perform  the  ordinances, 
through  their  faithfulness  and  dili- 
gence they  share  the  many  blessings 
which  are  made  possible  through 
the  work  of  the  Priesthood.  In 
America,  England,  and  wherever 
a  Temple  has  been  built,  the  sisters 
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have  been  called  to  work  in  the 
House  of  the  Lord.  They  have  been 
given  authority  to  do  many  great 
and  wonderful  things  which  are 
binding  and  necessary  for  our 
salvation. 

We  know  that,  if  necessary,  the 
sisters  have  the  authority  to  lay 
hands  upon  the  sick,  not  to  seal  and 
anoint,  but  by  faith  and  prayer  they 
call  upon  the  Lord  if  a  Priesthood 
member  is  not  available. 

In  the  larger  branches  of  the 
Church  where  the  Welfare   Plan  is

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THE     CHILD 
AND     HIS     TESTIMONY 


T'M  sure  the  most  precious  gift 
J-  given,  to  a  man  and  women  is  a 
pure  and  undefiled  child  from  the 
presence  of  our  Father  in  Heaven. 
What  a  responsibilty  it  is  to  teach 
these  sweet  souls  the  way  their 
Heavenly  Father  would  want  them 
to  go.  One  of  the  most  precious 
possessions  anyone  can  have  — 
whether  child  or  adult- — is  a  testi- 
mony of  the  Gospel.  Children  can 
be  taught  many  things  about  the 
Gospel,  but  they  must  develop  tes- 
timonies for  themselves  and  be  able 
to  answer  on  their  own  the  question, 
"What  do  you  believe?" 

A  child  learns  at  a  very  early  age 
to  have  reverence  for  sacred  things 
and  communicate  with  God  in  their 
simple,  beautiful  prayers.  Each  child 
must  have  experiences  in  living  the 
Gospel  in  order  to  gain,  a  testimony. 
It  is  important  for  parents  and 
teachers  to  instil  a  desire  in  child- 
ren to  study  the  Gospel  and  live  it. 
The  Primary  certainly  aims  its  pro- 
gramme to  teaching  the  very  young 
to  have  this  desire  and  gain  testi- 
monies. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  help  a  child 
gain  a  testimony  if  you  haven't  one 
yourself.  The  old  saying,  "Do  what 
I  say  and  not  what  I  do,"  will  never 
work  when  teaching  the  principles 
of  the  Church.  You  must  be  the 
best  example  you  possibly  can  be. 
Are  you  prepared  enough  to  be  able 
to  teach  your  children  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Gospel  when  they  may 
ask  questions?  Is  your  testimony 
strong  enough  that  you  can  stand 
firm  and  steadfast  in  the  faith  and 
lead  your  children  in  the  same  path? 
As  a  full-time  missionary,  I  have 
seen  the  importance  the  Primary 
has  in  teaching  young  people  the 
Gospel.  When  families  are  brought 
into  the  Church,  many  times  the 
parents  themselves  do  not  have 
sufficient  knowledge  of  the  Church 
doctrine  to  properly  answer  the 
questions  of  their  inquisitive  child- 
ren. The  Church  truly  provides  for 
every  need  of  the  family,  and  the 
Primary  fulfills  the  responsibility 
of  instructing  the  young  in  religion. 
Of  course,  the  newly  converted 
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parents  must  have  faith,  live  the 
Gospel,  set  good  examples,  and 
plant  the  seed  of  testimony  in  their 
children's  hearts. 

I  have  seen  the  fruits  of  the 
Primary  in  the  lives  of  the  children 
of  our  investigators.  While  teach- 
ing a  family  in  Kensington  this 
past  month ,  the  children  were  so 
enthused  about  attending  Primary 
and  meeting  the  other  children  at 
Church.  To  have  them  tell  my 
companion  and  me  all  the  things 
they  are  learning  is  a  thrill  for  any 
teacher  of  the  Gospel.  They  seem 
to  thoroughly  enjoy  the  songs  and 
creative  things  done  in  Primary. 
The  Primary  is  truly  helping  these 
children,  gain  testimonies  and  the 
desire  to  be  good  Latter-day  Saints. 
Nothing  is  more  rewarding  to  the 
missionary  than  to  see  the  Gospel 
accepted  by  those  he  is  teaching — 
whether  they  are  9  years  old  or  90. 

Each  of  us — no  matter  if  we  are 
parents,  teachers,  or  teenagers — has 
the  responsibility  of  being  good 
2xamples  to  the  children  we  know. 
We  can  share  our  testimonies  with 
them  by  teaching  and  inspiring 
them  to  gain  testimonies  of  their 
own.  Children  are  much  influenced 
by  the  actions  of  adults.  They  will 
learn  to  respect  and  look  up  to  us 
for  leadership  and  guidance  if  we 
will  but  give  it  to  them. 

As  a  missionary  here  in  South 
Africa.  I  am  truly  grateful  for  the 
branch  Primaries  and  the  fine  job 
they  are  doing.  It  is  a  blessing  and 
thrill  to  have  investigators  send 
their  children  to  Primary.  Teach- 
ing the  Gospel  is  one  of  the  most 
rewarding  things  anyone  can  en- 
deavour, and  the  Primary  certainly 
accomplishes  this  end. 

I  exhort  all  parents  and  teachers 
in  the  Primary  to  teach  the  children 
to  live  the  Gospel  and  never 
deviate  from  it.  May  God  bless  all 
the  sweet  children  in  this  great 
Church  with  testimonies  of  its 
truthfulness  is  my  humble  and  sin- 
cere prayer.
